It is 
proposed to issue $2000,000 in Road 
Improvement Bonds to build the new 
road. 

The matter of the contract for the 
Hellman avenue construction is still 
in abeyance. While the contract was 
awarded to the Lieneau Company, the 
bond that was furnished was not 
satisfactory and the firm is arrang- 
ing a new bond before closing the 
deal. At least two inspectors will 
be appointed to over see the work. 
These men are to be picked by the 
Highway Commissioner and the ap- 
pointments will be passed on by 
Ralph Swing, who is in charge of the 
legal part of the work. In order that 
there may be no possible collusion or 
favoritism Mr. Swing will see .that 
the inspectors are men who under- 
stand their business and are prefer- 
ably outside men.

Charles A. Stickney, believed to 
be a son of a prominent railroad 
magnate in St. Paul, was released on 
$2,000 cash bail yesterday in justice 
court on a charge of embezziing $1,- 
006 from H. J. Koster, prominent 
Upland man, in alleged transactions 
of Mexican farm lands. 

Koster swore out the complaint for 
Stickney’s arrest Monday afternoon 
in the district attorney’s office and 
he was arrested Monday night in Los 
Amgeles and held for local officers. 
Yesterday he was brought to San 
Bernardino and was held in the}* 
county jail until his arraignment. 

Stickney is alleged to have car 
ried on extensive operations in Up- 
jland and Ontario and is said to have 
embezzled more than $13,000 from 
ranchers in that section. His plan 
wag to sell Mexican land at $4 per 
acre, it being believed the sales 
were fictitious. 


His representations of the weon- 
derfuT value of the land led Koster 
to invest $2,000 with him, accord- 
ing to his statement. The warrant 
sworn out by Koster only charges 
Stickney with the theft of half that 
amount. 

When arraigned before Justice of 
Peace Jerome B. Kavanaugh, Stick- 
ney admitted the land transactions, 
but declared that they were all legal 
and that he could verify all the sales. 
He denied that his intentions were to 
defraud Koster.

All “differences between the 
Board of Chaffey Union High 
School ‘and the Federal Board 
which has been sending men to 
Chaffey for vocational traininng 
have been adjusted, and the Fed- 
eral Board will continue to the 
coming year to send men here. 

The difficulty arose over the 
tuition charge and for a time it 
looked as though Chaffey Union 
would lose from forty to one 
hundred students the coming 
year. . After the Chaffey Board 
gave its final decision as to what 
it would do regarding the tuition, 
it was evidently unsatisfactory to 
the Federal’ Board which en- 
deavered to find a sehool some- 
where in Southern California 
where they could send their men. 
The search was evidently in vain, 
for today comes the information 
that an agreement between the 
boards has been entered into and 
the men from the Federal Board 
desiring vocational training are 
to be sent to Chaffey the coming 
school year. At least forty men 
will be at Chaffey commencing in 
September. 

Chaffey has a course in bee eul- 
ture which was evidently what 
the Federal Board wanted for 
many of its students and being 
unable to get any other school to 
adopt such a course as Chaffey 
is giving, the board evidently de- 
cided to accept the terms as 
submitted by the Chaffey Board 
of Trustees. 

When it was first stated that 
Chaffey would lose the students 
from the Federal Board many 
here became greatly disturbed 
but when it was learned the 
terms wanted by the Federal 
Board would cost the tax payers 
of Chaffey district a vast amount 
of money, the move of the Chaf- 
fey Board was satisfactory. 


That the dissatisfaction between 
the boards has been adjusted will 
be greeted with pleasyee here,

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PROTECTION A NATIONAL 
POLICY 
HE QUESTION of protection for Ameri- 
can farm products should not be a party 
issue at Washington. That farm pro- 
ducts do feel the effect of foreign eom- 
petition, everybody knows. 

It is true that in time of short harvests 
abroad, our grains can be and are eported. 
But Canadian dairy products, Canadian pota- 
toes, even eggs from China have been import- 
ed, from time to time. 

In some cases these importations have forced 
down even the low American prices of farm 
products in this land within the past twelve 
months. So, if we are to have protection at 
all, as a national policy, why not on our farm 
products? 

In the name of common sense, what logic 
can defend any other policy? Why should 
senators ask that we protect manufactured 
goods but not what our farmers have to sell? 

Surely the farms are as necessary to this 
country as our factories are. Why treat one 
any different from the other ?—Richmond, Ind.

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EVERYONE IS HELPED 

HE GROWER whose crop was lost thru 
the January freeze, naturally thinks 
this is a pretty hard old world. Especial- 
ly is this feeling intensified by his 
knowledge that his neighbor, whose crop hap- 
pened to escape, is getting more for his fruit 
than ever before. 

Everyone will admit it would have been 
vastly better had the returns from this year’s 
crop been more evenly distributed. 

But if this could not be—and it certainly 
is not so this season—there is real consolation 
to be had from the realization that the condi- 
tion might be vastly worse for everyone in 
the industry, including the man who did lose 
his fruit. 

Had the entire crop been wiped out all the 
southern end of the state at least would have 
suffered alike. The merchant, the professional 
man and the banks would have felt the shrink- 
age of income and to a far greater degree than 
they are now doing. The prosperity of south- 
ern California is influenced in no small degree 
by the success or failure of the citrus fruit 
grower. 

As it is, those whose fruit was saved have 
been able to secure good prices for it. This 
has put them in a position to discharge their 
obligations at the banks, to buy implements 
and fertilizers, and thus lend their aid in 
stabilizing business conditions at this end of 
Califronia. 

And above all else it has left the banks in a 
condition to extend their aid to such growers 
as need it to tide them over, and enable them 
to keep their orchards in good tilth for next 
year. Had the disaster hit all alike, this con- 
dition could not have existed and there would 
have been little or no money for any one.—The 
Citrograph. 
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CROOKS IN GOVERNMENT 
SERVICE 

HE DISGRACEFUL truth is suceinetly 
stated by Congressman Reavis of Ne- 
braska, when he says: ‘‘No crook ever 
robbed the government withont the as- 

sistance of some crook inside.’”’ 

From time to time throughout the history 
of the United states government, it has been 
the vietim of swindling operations of trusted 
employees. Often these dishonest servants 
were working in partnership with scoundrels 
not connected with the federal service. Out- 
siders have reaped big gains from cheating the 
government, and the*fact that they were aided 
by employes of the United States has not al- 
ways developed. Invariably, however, they 
had much assistance. 

Large portions of the present vast national 
debt resulted from transactions during the war 
—usually under the guise of contracts. The 
excitement of the times, the high pressure at 
which everything had to be done, fastening 
of the badge of patriotism upon every project 
and every proponent of a scheme having any 
resemblance to effort for the country’s wel- 
fare—all these conditions and practices made 
detection of dishonesty difficult for even the 
suspicious and more difficult yet was any en- 
deavor at proving dishonesty to be in progress. 

It is not possible to reach the inecompetents 
now. The country must for years suffer from 
their work. But surely the thieves inside and 
outside government service ean be punished 
Representative Reavis is to quit Congress in 
order to give all his time to the task of runn- 
ing these fellows down. No aid which the 
country can give to such undertakings must 
be spared.—Bluefield (Va.) Daily Telegraph. 


THE BOY AND HIS DOG

LAST OF THE ANTE-BELLUM 
AUTHORS 


HERE DIED LAST week in New York a 
woman of national fame who, although 

‘she had. achieved a high standing in 

literary circles, was undoubtedly best 
known and more favorably regarded for her 
‘<Common Sense in the Household’’ cook book 
which, after fifty years of publication, has still 
notable popularity, especially among young 
brides. Mrs. Terhune,“*Marian Harland,’’ as 
she was better known, was in her ninety-first 
year when the last call came. Her mentality 
was unimpaired and her frame remarkably 
vigorous. Born in Amelia county, Virginia, in 
1831, her first novel ‘‘Alone’’ was published 
when she was twenty-three, and after that, in 
annual sequence, appeared novels and stories 
from her pen. But popular as these were 
when they appeared, to the present generation 
they are unknown. It is the cook book, first 
published in 1871, which after going through 
numerous editions, has survived, and while the 
receipes may not be strictly down-to-date the 
sensible advice it contains is just as wholesome 
today as when first given publicity. It was 
from her struggles as a totally inexperienced 
housewife, managing negro servants, she tells 


in her autobiography, that her ‘‘Common 
Sense in the Household’’ was evolved, the 


forerunner of many books dealing with do- 
mestic economy and etiquette. Mary Virginia 
Terhune was a contemporary of the author of 
‘‘Queeehy’’ and of the ‘‘Lamplighter,’’ two 
famous ante-bellum novels which once enjoyed 
great vogue, both north and south.—Los Ange- 
les Saturday Night.

POISONOUS WEED PEST MENACE 
FARM STOCK 


A cool, backward spring 
haying in our hilly sections at the 
time the eaglebrake and the blue and 
white lupines are in bloom or in 
seed. This lupine is over abundant 
this season and in many fields will 
be cut with the hay. Seeds of the 
now maturing plant, cure, in the ray, 
are extremely poisonous to all kinds 
of stock. “Be watchful, and see to 
it that patches of this weed are cut 
around, or left unshocked if cut in 
your fields,” says J. B. Hickman, 
County Horticultural Commissioner 
of Monterey. 

The eaglebrake is abundant in the 
hilly sections. Its spores, which take 
| the place of seed, are shed in the hay 
while curing, if the plant is mature. 
The spores are too small to be seen, 
but show in clouds of dust while the 
hay is being handled.

That Ontario’s greatest need today 
in view of its rapid growth is a 
comprehensive zoning law which shall 
specify the types of buildings which 
may and may not be erected in var- 
ious sections of the city, was em- 
phasized in no uncertain terms Wed- 
nesday afternoon by.O._S. Roen, city 
service manager, in an address be- 
fore the Members’ Forum luncheon 
of the Ontario Chamber of Commerce 
at the Hotpoint Club. 

Mr. Roen cited instances to show 
that several otherwise attractive resi- 
dence districts of the city have been 
practically ruined for residential pur- 
poses by the erection of cheap and 
unsightly store buildings, by the es- 
tablishment of mortuaries, garages 
and other similiar buildings and went 
on to state that under the present 
city ordinance there is nothing to 
prevent the erection of such eyesores 
in the very heart of Ontario’s most 
exclusive residential sections. 

Mr. Roen declared that a revision 
of the building ordinance is now in 
the hands of the city council, but 
pointed out that before anything of 
value in the matter of zoning could 
be accomplished, it was necessary 
that the strong sentiment of an edu- 
cated public be behind the council. 

The speaker referred to the recent 
prediction of Glenn D. Smith, general 
manager of the Ontario Power Com- 
pany, to the effect that Ontario will 
have a population in excess of 40,000 
in 1940. . He coincided with Mr 
Smith’s view and urged in prepara- 
tion for this growth the imperative 
need of now planning the city in such 
a manner that Ontario may be a 
source of pride to its residents in- 
stead of the hodgepodge which he 
felt is sure to result if constructive 
thought looking to the future is not 
taken at this time. 

Mr. Roen- declared that the city’s 
growth was so rapid that it was de-} 
veloping growing pains. He pointed 
out that more than 5.000,000 feet of 
rough lumber were used in construc- 
tion here in 1921 and that already 
this year in excess of 3,600,000 feet 
have been used. 

In closing, the speaker urged .the 
need of more parks and public play- 
grounds to take care of the future 
needs of the city and gave it as his 
opinnion that it should be the im- 
portant duty of the Ontario Chamber 
of Commerce to take up at once the 
matter of planning for the future of 
Ontario.

ERATIONS 
1, Some weeds stop up ditches and 
drains, interfering with irrigation 


and drainage (cat-tails, Typha). 

2. Weeds increase the cost of cul- 
tivation. The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in a series of 
experiments showed that the prin- 
ciple, and in some sections perhaps 
the only, value of cultivation in corn 
is to remove weeds. 

3. Weeds increase the cost of har- 
vesting the crop by requiring more 
time, more power, more labor; and 
by increasing the wear and tear on 
machinery. 

4. Weeds may delay the curing of 
hay or the drying of grain. 
5. Weed seeds in grain cost the 
farmer freight on material for which 
he receives no returns, as well as 
the expense of separating. 

6. Weeds may interfere with the 
regular system of rotation.
